A new' lighting system 
of so- 
dium-vapor lights was turned on 
experim entally W ednesday night in 
Skokie road, south of Dundee road, 
in Northbrook. 
More than 5,000 
persons attended the ceremonies, 
sponsored by the Public Service 
Company of Northern Illinois. 
T w enty-six lights were turned 
on. They were placed alternately 
on each side of the road at inter­ 
vale of 250 feet. Placed alm ost ov­ 
er the center of the road they ap­ 
peared to give unbroken illum ina­ 
tion. The light was golden yellow, 
and without a glare. 
According to company engineers, 
the sodium-vapor lamps give two 
and one-half tim es the light that 
ordinary lamps give, penetrate fog 
and rain, and make pedestrians or 
cars visible 2,000 feet away. The 
lights, which have a life of 2,000 
hours, are 
produced by 
passing 
electricity through glass tubes con­ 
taining sodium. 
Village board members, other o f­ 
ficials and prominent 
citizens of 
nearly all of the villages of the 
north and northwest territory serv­ 
ed by the company were present, 
inspected the display 
of modern 
lighting, heard a talk by a repre­ 
sentative of the Chicago Safety 
council and took an inspection tour 
of the newly lighted highway.

Rejection of the 3 mill relief tax 
at the Lyons town m eeting in La 
Grange, dominated 
by women, is 
the subject of an editorial in “Com­ 
merce,” monthly m agazine publish- 
d by the Chicago Association of 
Commerce. 
* “ The m ilitancy of women has 
been the turning point on many a 
critical issue o f importance in the 
development of America. The prim 
housewives of Colonial New E ng­ 
land revolted against a British tea 
tax, venting their indignation by 
organizing boycotts 
and making 
the pastim e of tea drinking a sub­ 
ject of contempt. 
Thereby began 
a series of overt acts resulting in 
the separation of America from the 
British crown. 
‘T h e modern housewives of Cook 
county, rankled by the failure of 
their efforts to em ploy household 
help, arose and sm ote the American 
dole system of 
1936 
in several 
townships by packing town m eet­ 
ings and refusing to accede to the 
adoption of special relief tax legis­ 
lation. 
“In these actions, predicted upon 
tile prievous personal question of 
who’s to wash the dishes, may be a 
turning 
point in 
the 
prodigious 
public support of unemployed who 
spurn toil and unemployables whose 
psychological or physical handicaps 
prevent them from accepting it. 
“ Under observation is the case of 
Lyons township and the town m eet­ 
ings conducted in LaGrange. The 
j m eetings were packed and seized 
j by m ilitant women and the sooth- 
I ing persuasions of the more logical 
j minded men were drowned out in 
derision by practical minded house­ 
wives. 
“T he men asked, ‘How will these 
people eat if we do not feed them ?’ 
The women stood on the question, 
‘How can we get them to work?* 
“The women’s way seem s cruel. 
In that particular township nearly 
s 00 fam ilies would be affected. Wo­ 
men point out that scores of homes 
want maids for full-tim e service 
and cannot get them.

proof that relief clients spurn even

“Some women even experienced 
a sort of service charge on the part 
of prospective part-time domestic 
em ployes, the demand being for a 
minimum of $1 as a sort of a ser­ 
vice charge. 
“In the suburbs a grand sorting 
out of the deserving and undeserv­ 
ing is going to take place this 
winter .md it may point the way 
to a widespread collapse of the bu­ 
reaucratic philanthropic system set 
up in the last three years. 
“The men in this community are
